LOSS AND INJURY AT FIRE, 


Morgan Sash and Door Factory 
in Lumber District Destroyed. 


f 


WALL FALLS, 3 MEN HURT. 


Other Large Plants Endangered by 
the Flames Are Saved. 


The heart of the manufacturing and ware- 
house district in Twenty-second street, east 
of Walsted street, was threatened late last 
night by a fire that burned the four story 
warehouse of the Morgan Sash and Door com- 
pany, causing a loss of $100,000. The re- 
mainder of the company’s plant, the factory 
of the E. L. Roberts Sash and Door company. 
adjoining on the east, and the immense 
shops of 8. Karpen & Bros., across Twenty- 
seond street on the north, were saved only 
after a hard fight. 

Three men, who had joined a great crowd 
that filled Twenty-second street, were in- 
jured as a result of the falling of the north 
wall of the Morgan company’s building. 


The Injured. 

SCHACKENBERG, ALBERT, 24 years old, 552 
Throop street; head cut. 

SHIELDS, ALBERT, 9 Nutt street; head, shoul- 
ders, and face cut and bruised. 

WOODS, JOHN, 85 years old, 1278 West Eighteenth 
street; head severely cut; picked up unconscious 
and eared for by a physician. 

The fire started in the northeast corner 
of the second floor of the warehouse, sup- 
posedly from crossed electric wires. « pri- 
vate watchman tel ned for the firemen. 
When they arrived the flames had eaten their 
way through the floors above, and the whole 
building was in peril. More fire companies 
were called for, and at last more than 100 
men were fighting the flames. 

As the blaze consumed the upper part of 
the Morgan building great showers of sparks 
mounted into the air and were carried north 
by the strong wind, Residents in the cottages 
and small houses north of the commercial 
center were aroused and came hastily into 
the street. 


Many Persons in Peril. 

They thronged to the immediate vicinity 
of the fire, choking Twenty-secon® street 
and hindering the firemen in spite of the 
efforts of the police to keep the passageways 
clear. The interior of the sash company’s 
structure, dry and combustible, was burned 
out quickly and the north wall was seen by 
the firemen to be a source of danger. 

The police did their best to clear the street, 
but were not altogether successful. When 
the wall, after wavering an instant, toppled 
over and fell with a crash, the three men 
who were injured were caught under the 
electric wires and débris. For a few minutes 
the street crowd was in a panic and there 
was a wild scramble to get out of the dan- 
ger Zone. 

With the flames still shooting up from 
the wreck of the Morgan building, the fire- 
men redoubled their efforts to save the Kar- 
pen and Roberts properties, The former, al- 
though separated by the width of the street 
ftom the fire, was in the greater peril owing 
to the high wind 

Other Plants Are Saved. 

Time and again it was thought the large 
furniture plant must go, but the firemen 
oe ck it, The Roberts plant, the wall 

if which are close to those of the Morgan 
structure, was protected by the wind that 


endangered the Karpen shop. The blaze 


and the sparks were carried past it, and 
ite chief peril was in the intense heat of 
the fire so near at hand. Water was poured 
om both the adjoining buildings, and also on 
additional structures of the Morgan com- 
pany south of the one on fire. 

Another task for the firemen was found in 
protecting the cottages, Nght combustible 
structures. Sparks feli freely om their roofs, 
and many small fires were started. Every 
outbreak was met and checked as it ap- 
peared. 


Panic in Theater Fire and Explosion. 

The lives of 100 persons were endangered in 
the evening, when fire caused by the explo- 
sion of a gas tank in a 5 cent theater at 
190 West Madison street, imprisoned the 
audience In the hall. The explosion set fire 
to a quantity of celluloid films used in a 
moving picture machine. These bigzed up 
and cut off egress to the street through the 
two front entrances. All the persons within 
fought their way through smoke to the rear 
‘door. Several were injured in the panic that 
followed. One woman fainted and others 
carried her from the building. 

Manager Pelow said the loss would be jess 
than $500. 

Michael Woist, 8721 Armitage avenue, who 
was burned at a fire in the plant of the Chi- 
cago House Wrecking company on Saturday, 
died of his Injuries. 


WILL HEAR HIS WIFE’S VOICE 
IN PHONOGRAPH AFTER DEATH. 


Ohio Woman, Feeling Her End Is Near, 
Records on Cylinders Words to Cheer 
Husband When She Is Gone. 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 7.—{Special. ]—Believing 
her death to be near, Mra, Edward J. Mungen, 
wife of a wealthy oll operator at Fostoria, O., 
talks daily into a phonograph so that when 
she shall have passed away her voice may 
cheer her husband. Mungen and his wife 
recently made a tour of the worl, and in 
each place they visited Mre. Mungen recorded 
her impressions upon a cylinder. Much of 
the conversation between herself and her 
husband also is recorded. 

Physicians at Fostoria and Toledo declared 
that Mrs. Mungen, who is now 71 years old, 
would die soon unless taken to other climates. 
Thereupon the Mungens set out upon a globe 
encircling tour. Yesterday they arrived in 
Denver on their way from India. Mrs. 
Mungen’s first act was to repeat into a 
phonograph her impressions of the last stage 
of their journey.

He is 68 years old, but possesses a rugged 
constitution, and physicians tell him he prob- 
ably will live at least ten years longer than 
Mre. Mungen, who is suffering from tuber- 
culosis.

Then, by playing pos- 
sum and dodging, he managed to get close to 
a tree. While he was trying to get a foot- 
hold the elk made a savage lunge at him, 
trampling on him and goring him in the side 
and neck. ' 

McCormick finally managed to crawl up 
the tree out of reach of the animal, when he 
fainted. At the same moment Revell, who 
had aroused several farmers, arrived with 
a gun and drove the elk away. 


Dangerous Animals in Herd. 

McCormick, who had a deep gash in the 
side and was badly bruised in the legs and 
heed, was brought back to his room in Van- 
derbilt hall for treatment. 

Marvelwood had been open toa few friends 
of Mr. Griest until a few weeks ago, when, 
the deer becoming uneasy and ill tempered, 
the gates were ordered closed.

Havana, San- 
tiago, Pinar del Rio, Matanzas, and Puerto 
Prirtcipe provinces are practically clear of 
rebels and show no signs of trouble. 

Gov. Taft, Assistant Secretary of State 
Bacon, and Gen. Funston are gratified at the 
situation and believe that the difficulties in 
Santa Clara province will be overcome in a 
few days. So confident are they that Gov. 
Taft and Mr. Bacon say they believe they 
will be able to start for home next Saturday. 
Gov. Taft will spend the time after Tuesday 
in familiarizing his successor, Charles E. 
Magoon, with the situation. Mr. Magoon is 
expected here on that day. It is believed 
that after the arrival in Havana of the wives 
of Gov. Taft and Mr. Bacon the provisional 
governor will give a public reception at the 
palace to introduce Mr. Magoon to the 
people.

WEATHER BLAMED FOR DEATHS. 


Health Department Ascribes High Mor- 


tality to Corresponding High Tem- 
perature in September. 


The highest September death rate since 
1902 was experienced by Chicago last month. 
It is blamed by the health department to the 
excessive mean monthly . temperature—52.6 
per cent higher than the average. : 

October, the most healthful of all the 
months, shows the effect of the September 
heat this year, according to the department's 
weekly bulletin. The 566 deaths reported 
during the week are 28 in excess of those of 
the previous week and 94 more than those of 
the corresponding week of 1905. The princi- 
pal increases are in deaths from heart dis- 
ease-—6l, as against 34 the week previous 
and in pneumonia deaths—5l1, against 37. 

Food inspectors in the loop condemned

HAVANA, Oct. 7.—Editorial utterances of 

the local press are significant of the popular 
opinion as to the downfall of the republic and 
the American provisional government. Diario 
de la Marina says: 

For this sudden change in the country’s 
status the genuinely conservative classes 
have not been responsible, and yet it is their 
immediate and essential interests which are 
at stake, This it is well to keep in mind 
in order to avoid on the part of the neutral 
mass any insinuations which the appearance 
of malice might interpret as adhesive to the 
past state of things irremediably lost since 
the beginning of September and since yester- 
day condemned by the popular conscience. It 
is necessary to avoid all appearance of ant- 
mosity against those who, with no protest 
from the country but on the contrary with 
its cordial approval, have assumed the task 
of restoring public order and assuring the 
country’s economic development.” 


Surprise, Then Disgust. 

Referring to the publication of the official 
documents by Secretary of State Root reveal- 
ing the attitude of former Président Estrada 
Palma, who preferred to hand over the island 
to the Americans rather than come to an un- 
derstanding with the révolutionists, La 
Lucha continues: 

The country yesterday experienced first 
an extraordinary surprise and then an intol- 
erable disgust. This publication has ap- 
peared to all a solemn announcement of the 
death of the moderate party. No matter 
what the leaders of that party may do to re- 
vive it, it will be impossible. It is irremedi- 
abl¥ dead and has died covered with oppro- 
brium and ignominy. All other things may 
be pardoned by a political party save the lack 
of national feeling and patriotism. To say 
as the moderates said, ‘ Either the moderates 
or intervention,’ and then to bring the inter- 
vention, condemns them forever in the eyes 
of all honest men in Cuba.“ 


Called Republic of Bureaucrats. 

The Spanish organ, La Union Espanola, 
says pointedly: ‘‘ We are Spaniards, and, 
aside from being noble, frank, and sincere, 
we felt the necessity of uttering our protest 
once more against the American nation for 
the absorbent, unpolitie, and anti-humani- 
tarian conduct which it is observing toward 
people of Spanish origin in the new world 
and especially toward the island of Cuba, 
the annexation of which within a long or 
short time it has decreed. 

The republic of ba was not a republic 
of producers but one of bureaucrats. 
there been places for some hundreds more, 
the constitution might have remained in- 
tact. The governor general's investigations 
soon will convince him that the true revolu- 
tion against Spain resulted from excessive 
taxation and bad administration. The mer- 
chants and manufacturers now pay heavier 
tribute than ever, heavier, too, than in any 
other country in the world, and in this coun- 
try, which Marti dreamed was to be a re- 
public, a larger bureaucratic body is main- 
tained than in any other country with four 
times the number of inhabitants, and these 
receive higher salaries ‘than are paid in the 
flourishing nations of the earth. 


Cites Excess of Employes. 

One fact will suffice to give an idea of the 
scandalous extent to which this is true. In 
the times of greatest bureaucratic excess dur- 
ing the Spanish domination there were in the 
city council of Havana ninety-four employés, 
including the secretaries of the lieutenant 
mayor. .At present there are more than 400 
employés of the city council with salaries 
much higher than were received during Span- 
ish times. A like state of things will be found 
by the governor general in all the depend- 
encies of the state, the province, and munici- 
pality, and to support this great army of 
parasites the imports and exactions are ex- 
orbitant. 

Let the governor general take note of all 
this. Let him promptly lay an energetic 
hand upon the offices of Havana’s city gov- 
ernment, treasury department, the internal 
revenue bureau, the customs house, and the 
departments of public works and sanitation 
and he will see how quickly this same pen 
which so severely censured the Washington 
administration will applaud the government 
of interventioin.’’ 


; Chicago to Buffalo and Return 

$14.50 via Lake Shore. Good going October 
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rejected the plan for the construction of the 
canal which he submitted last year. It claims 
the results of the cautious policy pursued now 
for a year and a half are highly satisfactory, 
sanitation, for example, being absolutely per- 
fect. There has not been a case of yellow 
fever upon the zone since last November, and 
it is declared, all the yellow fever mosquitoes 
being, dead, the disease can reappear only 
through their importation, and the stegomyla 
find it difficult to get past the strict quaran- 
tine which is maintained. Conditions of 
health enable better work and reduce mor- 
tality, which made the zone a graveyard 
during French construction. 

There are now thirty steam shovels in oper- 
ation and thirty-seven more are being as- 
sembled. It is not an easy job to puta steam 
shovel at work, as before it can be started it 
is necessary to build a series of tracks along 
which it can steam the cars and take away 
the dirt which it digs. A great deal of time 
has been spent in building yards along the 
railroads. These yards contain from ten toa 
dozen tracks, and they will be utilized to pre- 
vent the congestion which would be sure to 
occur with the many dirt trains in operation 
which are projected. The railroad also is 
being double tracked as rapidly as possible. 


Road Equipment in Good Shape. 


The equipment of the road gradually is be- 
ing improved. Mr. Stevens ordered 800 flat 
cars with plow atachments and 120 first class 
modern engines last winter, most of which 
have been delivered in parts and now are 
being assembled. Mr, Stevens has devoted 
particular attention to the transportation 
part of the canal work, because he considers 
the construction of the canal a transporta- 
tion proposition entirely. 

If he had all the steam shovels in the world., 
all the money in the world, and all the men 
in the world, he has said he could not have 
gone on with the excavation of the Culebra 
cut without means of hauling material. The 
congestion “of freight which Mr. Stevens 
found when he first arrived does not exist 
today, as a result of the improvement of rail- 
road and docking facilities, and this is a gain 
of immense importance. 

It is all nonsense,’ said a member of the 
commission today, “to minimize the im- 
portance of the work of sanitation. The 
American people were horrified last summer 
by reports of the prevalence of yellow feyer, 
and if the disease had continued to appear in 
the canal zone there would have been an 
outery which would condemn the canal for- 
ever. Everything possible has been done to 
provide healthy quarters for employés auc 
furnish them with a cheap means of subsisi- 
ence. In the judgment of all unbiased men 
the commission has pursued the right course 
in first cleaning up the canal zone and then 
in providing transportation facilities. 


Negro Labor Seems Imperative. 

It is now possible to attract labor to the 
isthmus and take care of its health. Con- 
siderable money has been spent in this neces- 
sary work, but the American people never 
have placed dollars before lives and we are 
confident they will not begrudge a penny 
spent in cleaning up of the zone. The work 
of providing adequate railroad facilities 
has advanced rapidly, steam shovels are at 
work removing the dirt, and Chief Engineer 
Stevens is developing a force to build the 
canal, though the material is not what he 
would like it to be.“ 

The commission fears it will have to de- 
pend on negro labor after all to build the 
canal, unless Chinese coolies can be secured 
from the Straits Settlements, or other Brit- 
ish far eastern possessions. The Chinese 
government has not yet made an official 
answer to the representation of the United 
States with respect to the employment of 
Chinese fh the canal zone. It is known, 
however, that Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, 
Chinese minister in Washington, does not 
approve of the use of his countrymen on 
this work. The opposition of the Chinese 
authorities makes the government here dis- 
inclined to award contracts for furnishing 
coolies. It would not be exactly a friendly 
thing to do. 

The difficulty that is being experienced in 
getting satisfactory labor is responsible for 
renewed interest the officials are taking in 
proposals to build the canal by contract. 
When Secretary Taft returns to Washington 
this important question will be determined 
at once, unless the president finds it possible 
to visit the canal. Before the secretary went 
to Havana he received the annual report of 
Chief Engineer Stevens. and he took it with 
him to study during the moments the Cu- 
bans left him free. 


President Hopes to Visit Canal. 


Mr. Magoon was relieVed at this time be- 
cause he had disposed of all important ques- 
tions which had arisen. Mr. Magoon oceu- 
pied a dual position, being minister to Pana- 
ma as well as governor of the zone. It will 
please the Panama people and produce a 
pleasant impression in South America, it is 
believed, if the independence of Panama be 
recognized by the appointment of a man to 
serve as minister only. 

Arnold Shanklin of Missouri, who is consul 
general at Panama, is a strong applicant for 
promotion to the office of minister, and Will- 
iam F. Sands, secretary of legation, also has 
asked for the post. Mr. Shanklin has the best 
chance after Mr. Squiers of New York, who, 
it appears, was promised an appointment to 
another place in the diplomatic service when 
he was withdrawn from Cuba. 

By the decision not to fill the governorship 
of Panama the president will make a saving 
of $10,000 annually in the expense of building 
the canal. Two galaries were paid Mr. Ma- 
goon, one of $10,000 for his work as governor 
and a second of $7,500 for his service as min- 
ister. During the last session of congress 
there was considerable criticiam of the sal- 
aries paid higher canal officials, and the ad- 
ministration evidently is preparing to prevent 
this question being raised during the coming 
session.

Hull House Audience Hears Speech by 
Man Who Was Driven Outof 
Atlanta. 


Before an audience composed largely of 
negroes, J. Max Barber, an Atlanta negro 
editor, discussed the Atlanta race riots at 
Hull house last evening and pleaded for ac- 
tion on the part of northern people in evoking 
a national sentiment against mob law.“ 

Barber was compelled to leave Atlanta 
shortly after the recent riots to escape per- 
gonal violence, a letter written by bim in 
regard to the riots having aroused hostility 
on the part of the anti-negro element. The 
publication of his magazine; The Voice of 
the Negro, has been discontinued and Mr. 
Barber is considering moving his plant to 
Chicago. 

The direct instigators of the Atlanta 
riots,’ said he, were the publishers of the 
Atlanta News. For months the paper car- 
rie@ on a continual agitation of anarchy; it 
fairly shrieked for blöod. It actually under- 
took the reorganization of the Ku Klux Klan 
under the name of the Atlanta Protective 
association.”

Whites Fired On from Ambush. 
Policeman Milton Lindsay and his father

severely wounded, but managed to crawl out 
of range. 

When the police and citizens attempted to 
enter the store they were fired on. It is sup- 
posed Charles and Garrett Colum did the 
shooting. 

Later in the night. thinking the Colum 
brothers were still locked in the rear room 
of the shop, the place was dynamited. but 
the negroes had escaped unseen in the dark- 
ness in the early part of the trouble. They 
are still at large. :

Lynching Planned Cunningly.

The town was quiet all day, but 
as a precaution Mayor Faucette and Sheriff 
Kavanaugh swore in fifteen extra policemen 
and the sheriff sent several extra deputies to 
assist the police. 

While the authorities were busy p ng 
to protect the negro the lynchers quietly laid 
their plans, awaited darkness, and then by 
using cunning avenged John Lindsay’s death. 


Killed by Negro; Lynching Expected. 

Charlotte, N. C., Oct. TR. H. Eubanks, 
superintendent of a construction company 
engaged on the double tracking of the South- 
ern railway, was shot and instantly killed 
today by Oscar Gaddy, a negro, at the rail- 
way camps near Lexington. 

Eubanks had gone to the camp to quiet 
the negroes, who were raising a disturbance, 
many of them being under the influence of 
liquor. Gaddy escaped, 

A posse of armed men numbering 200, with 
bloodhounds, are scouring the country for 
him, and if caught he probably will de 
lynched. 

Bloomington Mob Slow to Disperse. 


Bloomington, Ind., Oct. 7.—[{Special. |—Not- 
withstanding Edward Jones, a negro, who 
shot and killed Alfred Stephens, a lunch 
wagon man, last night, was spirited from 
Bloomington shortly after midnight and 
safely placed in the Jeffersonville peniten- 
tiary, a mob that clamored for a lynching 
did not disperse till after daylight. Mutter- 
ings against blacks in general are still heard.

MAKE RATE ROLES TODAY. 


INTERSTATE COMMISSION IS TO 
DECIDE ON UNIFORMITY. 


Hearing to Begin This Morning May 
Cever Three Days Before a Final 
Agreement Is Reached Concerning 
the Filing of Rate Schedules—Must 
Be Framed So That They Are In- 
telligible—Joint Tariffs to Be Pre- 
sented by Initial Line Only.

Washington, D. C., Oct: 7.—[Special.}—The 
interstate commerce commission will hold an 
important hearing at its offices in this city 
tomorrow morning regarding the filing of rate 
schedules with the commission. 
Under the rate regulation law passed at 
the last pession of congress, the filing of the 
rates of every interstate carrier is required 
and the commission desires to have railroads 
agree on some simple method so that the 
schedules will be intelligible to any one. 
The hearing is intended to give the repre- 
sentatives of the railroads an opportunity to 
present their side of the question. As the 
subject is of vital interest to every railroad 
which does interstate business, the hearing 
is expected to be well attended. It is thought 
it will last three or four days. 


Commission to Frame Rules. 
The commission contempletes making an 
order which will include the following re- 
quirements: 
Joint tariffs in all cases shall be filed by 
the initial line, but an initial carrier may 
authorize a connecting line to file its tariffs. 

“The schedules of each initial line shall 
be printed as an independent document and 
not together with the schedules of any other 
initial Une. 

“ Participating lines may file with the com- 
mission a general authority, authorizing the 
initial line to file on their behalf all tariffs 
or all joint tariffs of a specified kind, and in 
such case no other concurrence in the tariffs 
covered thereby will be required. 

Classe rates Shall be filed in a tariff by 
themselves, and commodity rates in one or 
more tariffs, as the carrier may elect. 


all commodity rates in effect which have been 
filed by it. 

Not more than five supplements shall be 
promulgated to any tariff and not more than 
ten to any classification. To show changes 
beyond this number the entire tariff or class- 
ification shall be re-presented. 

In the compilation of tariffs a uniform 
order shall be observed so that a given sub- 
ject always will be found in a given portion 
of the tariff. 

Terminal charges that must be paid by 
all shippers at destination, which are there- 
fore really a part of the cost of transporta- 
tion, must be specified in the tariff of the in- 
itdal Une. 


Schedule Must Be Intelligible. - 

In addition to these a uniform method of 
statifig rates in the body of the tariff also 
will be discussed. As soon as a satisfactory 
method of filing has been agreed on and a 
sufficient time allowed carriers to revise their 
tariffs in accordance with the commission’s 
regulations, no schedule will be accepted by 
the commission unless it contains the rates 
so simply stated that they are intelligible to 
every person.

Plans to Construct Town of St. James 
on Gray’s Bay, to Which Point Pro- 
posed North Bank Read from Pasco

Head of Great Northern—Town Site

Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 7.—[Special.}—James 
J. Hill will build the town of St. James on 
Gray’s bay, sixteen miles from the mouth of 
the Columbia river, Hill’s proposed north 
bank road from Pasco to Vancouver will be 
extended westward to Gray’s bay, and an 
ocean port built up at that point.

PARIS, Oct. 7.—The Matin announces that 
Prof. Behring has discovered a new method 
of sterilizing milk without boiling it or de- 
stroying any of its essential principles. The 
method is based on the qualities of perhydrol 
oxygenated. It destroys all noxious germs. 
The milk thus sterilized can be kept for a 
long time, while it is not injured by traveling. 
Prof. Behring says he has proved that light 
has a harmful effect on milk, whether steril- 
ized or not. He recommends that it be kept 
tn the dark or in red or green bottles. 


TO CHANGE TURK GENDARMERIE 


Sultan Will Reorganize Military Force 
in Three Provinces Under

RENEWS HOME RULE WARNING. 


Redmond, Addressing Meeting of Irish 
League, Is More Pacific, However, 
in Views as to Outcome. 


LONDON, Oct. 8, 3 a. m.—John Redmond, 
addressing a meeting of the Irish league at 
Athlone yesterday, reiterated his Limerick 
warning to the liberal ministry, but in a much 
less irreconcilable tone. He said he did not 
ignore the grave practical difficulties stand- 
‘ing in the way of the ministers on the home 
rule question, and that he and his colleagues 
were most sincerely anxious to be able to sup- 
port the government scheme when the time 
came. He said he had confidence in Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, the premier, and 


James Bryce, chief secretary for Ireland, as 


he was convinced they were home rulers, but 
he knew what influences were at work and 
felt it his duty to remind the government that 
they in Ireland were unchanged and un- 
changeable. 

In an editorial article this morning, the 
Tribune, liberal, interprets this speech as an 
acceptance of the plan of approaching the 
Irish settlement by installments and pre- 
dicts that the government scheme does not 
possess the objectionable features that Mr. 
Redmond fears. 

The Morning Post, conservative, is of the 
opinion that Redmond's speech will please 
neither the extreme nationalists nor the mod- 
erate liberals. This paper says Mr. Redmond 
seems to be preparing his followers to accept 
with as little grumbling as possible an in- 
stallment of the nationalist demands.

All of the mayor’s I. M. O. friends want 
the city to run the street cars itself, or, fail- 
ing that—the voters having so far refused to 
grant the necessary authority—the business 
be turned over to some friendly company 
on the line of the mayor’s contract plan. 
They can be expected to stand up to a man 
and protest against any ordinance the exist- 
ing companies may offer. 

The proposed ordinance, so far as it hes 
been completed, is on the lines of the mayor's 
letter to Chairman Werno of the local trans- 
portation committee, written at the time 
Dr.“ Fisher was named as special counsel 
in traction matters. It is built on the inde- 
terminate license plan, the companies to con- 
tinue running during good behavior and the 
city having the right to take over the proper- 
ties on proper notice whenever it has the 
money to pay forthem. The question of com- 
pensation will have to be fought out in the 
committee and council.

If automobile races are to leave such a 
record of death and disaster behind them 
there should be no more races over any 
course. If courses cannot be "policed so 
as to prevent such slaughter as resulted 
from this race, the authorities should for- 
bid them. They are unnecessary in any 
event, and of no value in determining the 
practical, every day efficiency of machines. 
There are plenty of makes already which 
insure sufficient speed to satisfy any rea- 
sonable automobiliet, much more speed, 
indeed, than is agreeable to pedestriahs 
and horse drivers, who think they have 
some rights to the public highways. Such 
displays may afford sport and excitement 
to those persons who are eager to get the 
trophy, but they are deadly to the lookers- 
on. Automobiles in their every day use 
In this country have killed 158 persons 
and mangled 653 during the present year. 


Is not that a sufficient sacrifice to the in- 


saue passion for speed on the part of 
chauffeurs without adding to it by such 
recklessness as that displayed at Long 
Island City? The price of such a race 
is too high. If it cannot be run without 
leaving a trail of death behind it should 
be abandoned.

There is cause for congratulating the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad com- 
pany that within two years from now 
it will be able to operate from one of 
the finest railroad stations in this coun- 
try, upon a new and reorganized track 
system. There is still more cause to 
congratulate the 45,000 persons who daily 
patronize this road, and the whole city 
of Chicago—for the building of this great 
station not only furnishes significant 
prot of its growing prosperity but will 
add fresh stimulus to its progress. 

Such a, station as that to be erected. by 
the Northwestern railway- company has 
long been needed, The old, inconvenient, 
insufficient, and dingy Wells stréet sta- 
tion was ample enough. twenty-five years

arrive and depart daily, the road has out- 
grown its station, so that it is well nigh 
impossible to care for passengers even 
decently. It is congested daily, and in 
such cramped quarters it is impossible 
to care for passengers and secure to 
them the greatest possible amount of 
comfort, convenience, and facility in 
traveling such as should obtain in a first 
class, up-to-date station.

Its trackage will be 
so arranged that it will not interfere 
with city traffic or require any change of 
grades in the publie thoroughfares, and 
its new location will save veratious 
delays now incurred by the swinging of 
bridges. It will easily accommodate the 
great volume of passenger traffic of today 
and meet the demands of the future for 
a long time to come. The-necessity for 
covering three blocks with the station of 
one railroad system is a striking demon- 
stration of the wonderful growth of Chi- 
cago—a growth so rapid that it taxes the 
industry and resources of its great trans- 
portation and other public vy systems 
to keep up with it.

American Indian discussions have al- 
ways brought to the surface two types 
of observers. One saw the noble red man 
far away. The savage was d human being | 
with a soul to save.

The illustration is recalled by the dis- 
patch from Russia to the effect that the 
United States might well spare some of 
its tears over the persecutions of the Rus- 
sian Jews and give attention instead to 
the awful horrors reported from the scenes 
of lynehings and burnings at the stake 
which stain the reputation of America, 
making a far greater impression abroad, 
apparently, than they do at home.

There is a good deal in this suggestion. 
The near point of view is often different 
from the far. The dreadful barbarity of 
man to man can lose none of its horror 
by distance. The earth has beén drenched 
with the blood of victims of human passion 
and hate. But the point of view makes 
a vast difference always. The Russian 
does not see in the awful murders of 
members of a hated race that inhumanity 
which stirs the liberty-loving American. 
On the other hand, the Russian cannot 
understand the peculiar situation which 
confronts the people of the south, which 
makes tender women unmoved by the 
agony of black wretches bound to the 
stake who writhe in the midst of the 
flames. 

In neither country js the highest type 
of civilization exemplified by such oceur- 
rences. The persecutions of the Jew and 
the lynchings of negroes are alike blots 
upon humanity. There is littl reason for 
believing that evils will ever be eradicated 
by brutalizing citizenship. Some other way 
must be found. The rope and the stake 
and the awful brutality are not the tools 
of a lofty civilization. The Russian sug- 
gestion is worth considering. There is con- 
siderable of glass in the American house 
and stone throwing is aot always profitable 
in such a situation.

To his other difficulties is now added that of 


turbances in the rural districts the peasants 
have been either unwilling or unable to pay 
their taxes, which even at best of times are 
onerous, and the government does not dare 
resort to forcible measures to collect the rev- 
énie, owing to the disturbed state of the 
country. According to reports recently sub- 
mitted to the premier over 100;000.000 rubles 
due since the end of May have remained up- 
paid, and the deficits are reaching daily 
larger proportions.’ 

Foreign money markets are ‘entirely closed 
to the Russian government while the present 
condition of affairs lasts, and, according to 
Sig. Luzzatti, the ex-minister of finance of 
Italy and one of the most eminent econo- 
mists and financial authorities of Europe, 
who has made a special study of Russian 
finances, the Muscovite government has no 
alternative but to proclaim in the near future 
& moratorium, and, as was done by both 
Argentina and Brazil, to arrange to pay the 
interest on the domestic and foregn debt in 
funding bonds for a period of years and to 
euspend the sinking fund. 

In an article in the current number of the 
Nuova Antologia, the most authoritative re- 
view of Italy, he sums up his conclusions 
about Russia in a couple of sentences: 
Having studied profoundly the state of 
Russian finance, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that Russia has only two eiterngtives: 
She must either increase the taxes or come 
to some arrangement with her creditors for 
reducing or. suspending the interest on her 
debt. Increasing the taxes is out ot the 
question. Four years ago count de Witte pro- 
claimed that his country was then Staggering 
under a weight of excessive taxation too 
heavy to bear, and that it would have to be, 
reduced or remain uncodliected. The latter 
has proved to be the case. Consequently, 
Russia is confronted with the sine qua non 
of a compromise with her creditors, which is 
virtual bankruptcy. ; 

With regard to the kidnaping stories 
about the czar, it is Well to bear in mind that 
there are precedents for coups of this kind, 
the best known instance in modern times be- 
ing that of Prince Alexander of Battenberg, 
who, while ruler of Bulgaria, was kidnaped 
at midnight in his palace at Sofia, carried 
off by an armed escort to the Danube, em- 
barked there upon a steam yacht, and landed 
on the following day on Russian territory. 
There he was kept under arrest for forty- 
eight hours, then conducted by the police o 
the Austrian frontier, and returned to Sofia 
only to abdicate. 

The means employed by his kidnapers 
while he was in their hands to compel him to 
abandon his throne remain shrouded in mys- 
tery today. Since then frequent attempts 
have been made to kidnap his’ successor, 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, and his chil- 
dren, while Napoleon III., on two memorable 
oceasions, had extremely narrow -escapes 
from being spirited out of the way by Itallan 
conspirators working under the orders: of 
Mazzini, who was clever enough to realize 
that a kidnaped sovereign held as hostage 
and completely at the mercy.-of his captors 
was likely to prove a much more important 
piece on the chessboard of his game than a 
murdered monarch. 

To the police the danger. of. the kidnaping. 
of a ruler or of a scion of royalty is an ever 
present peril. and King Leopold, in particu- 
lar, frequently has been warned by the Bel- 
lan as well as the foreign police that he 
exposes himself to ‘terrible risks of being 
kidnaped and spirited out of sight, to be 
held in captivity, when traveling about in 
remote parts of Europe in fair but frail eom- 
pany, leaving his relatives and his ministers 
ignorant for weeks together of his where- 
aviouts. 

On one memorable occasion a serious poltt- 
ical crisis broke out at Brussels during his 
absence, and there was no one in the Belgian 
capital to receive the resignations of the 
outgoing ministers or to direct the formation 
of a new cabinet. Leopold was sought far 
and wide. The last thing that had been 
heard of him was that he had been seen on 
the western coast of Morocco, and just at 
the moment when everybody had become 
convinced that the king had been carried off 
into the interior of Morocco by Moorish bar- 
dits, he was by mere chance found in a ro- 
mote part of Switzerland, engaged in a waik- 
ing and driving tour, utterly ignorant of 
what was taking place at Brussels, or that 
he was being sought. Nothing would have 
been easier than to kidnap him on that oece- 
sion, and his captors would have had two or 
three weeks’ start in their efforts to secrete 
him before any attempt would have been 
e to effect his rescue,

WHERE WAS LINCOLN BORN?

Preservers of historic shrines should be sure 
of their historical facts before they proceed 
with the work of preservation. Unless the 
affidavits of certain citizens of Kentucky 
relative to the birthplace of Lincoin can be 
disproved the officers of the Lincoln Farm 
association will be obliged to proclaim to the 
public that they were misled in the selection 
of the Kentucky homestead for the preserva- 
tion of which as a national park they are 
inviting popular contributions on the as- 
sumption that the martyr president was 
born there. 

According to the report of J. W. Lewis and 
W. D..Claybrooke of Springfield, Ky., who 
have been investigating the matter, Abraham 
Lincoln was not born on the Larue county 
farm. purchased for the association, but in 
Washington county, near Beechland, in a 
small log cabin which is still standing. The 
family removed to the farm in Larue county 
when Abraham was 6 weeks old. These 
statements are made on the authority of 
William Hardesty, who died in Washington 
county in 1888 at the age of 90, and is said to 
have «been a witness of the marriage of 
Thomas Lincoln and Nancy Hanks. John 


. Hardesty, the son, and W. C. McChord and 


W. F. Booker, friends of the elder Hardesty, 
support these statements by affidavits.

‘*HOMELIKE’’ MOMES. 
[From American Homes and Gardens.] 

No word appears so frequently in the home 
literature as homelike.“ What does it 
mean? With many persons a homelike in- 
terior is assumed to refer to a quiet, unpre- 
tentious house of moderate cost, equipped 
in a moderate way with modest furniture 
neatly disposed in rooms of unassuming pro- 
portions. ö 

That such rooms may be homelike is un- 
questionably true, but that all homelike 
rooms are of this description is completely 
erroneous. Homes are of almost as many 
different kinds as there are kinds of persons. 
The kind of a home that one possesses is 
largely determined by one’s means. Thatis 
to Say, the rich man will provide himself with 
a richly furnished and richly. conducted 
house. The man of moderate means will have 
a house less elaborately bulit, furnished, and 
conducted. The poor man must do the best 
he can, and that often will be poorly enough 
Now, it is obvious that the home which wil: 
be satisfactory to one of these groups will 
not be satisfactory to any other. ‘The rich 
man, who is accustomed to the daily luxury 
of his own house, would not know how te 
live in a poor way in a poor place. 

The poor man, for his part, would be equally 
lost amid the luxury of the rich man, andthe 
man in moderate circumstances will be as 
much dissatisfied with the home of the poor 
as with the home ot the rich. But the abid- 
ing place of each isa home. Each faile when 
measured by the standard of the others. This 
essential fact is apt to be overlooked by those 
who find it their duty to enlarge on the home- 
like qualities of certain homes and their ab- 
sence from others. hee serious mistake 
to deny homelike qualiti expensive dwell- 
ings.

was cinched. 


Isbell the Poohbah. 


Either their presence or the old Detroit 
hoodoo proved a handicap, however, and, 
finding the task of beating Ed Killian, the 
recent Gunther star, too arduous, with noth- 
ing at stake, the Sox proceeded to amuse 
the rooters in another way, turning ‘he con- 
test into a josh. Isbell, for whom the fans 
had been clamoring, was put on the slab to 
pitch the last two innings in place of Fiene.

Following the interesting 
deal came rehashed gossip tothe effect thata 
coterie of plunging easterners were behind a 
big movement to bull values. Schwab, 
Sweeney, Rogers, and others whose names 
spring up every once in a while in the wheat 
market were mentioned in connection with 
the bull campaign. While the story lent to 
discussion, it did not stir up enthusiasm 
among the traders. Instead of working for 
a stiffening of prices it appeared to add

While the general cash demand showed a 
solid tone at times, it was not considered suf- 
ficient in view of the accumulating stocks. 
There seemed to be more encouragement in 
the flour situation, but on Saturday it was 
given out that three Minneapolis mills would 
close down because of a slackening demand 
for the breadstuff. 


Nonparticipant Expresses Views. 

“I am on neither side of the fence at this 
time,’’ said a conservative trader in review- 
ing the conditions surrounding the wheat 
market, but I can understand why the out- 
side speculative interest is at such low ebb. 
The market offers no inducements at the 
moment to the outsiders who are looking for 
profits, and they generally get busy when con- 
ditions favor a rise.. We have raised the 
largest crop of high grade wheat in the 
history of the country, and, despite much 
unfavorable gossip from abroad, it is quite 
generally conceded that Europe will make a 
good showing in the long run. It is true that 
results in the United States northwest have 
not been up to early expectations, production 
in some important sections being disappoint- 
ingly light and the grading: not being alto- 
gether satisfactory; but, on the other hand, 
the winter wheat states have turned out an 
immense amount of the finest grain ever 
raised in this or any other country. 

It stands to reason that high grade grain 
is worth more than stuff of an inferior qual- 
ity, but it takes more than the quality to 
offset the effects of such a tremendous yield. 
For some time the United States has been 
showing handsomely in the world’s export- 
ing business, and if it keeps up the present 
lick conditions may become materially 
changed. However, much of the grain that 
has been shipped to Lurope is of the durum 
variety, which is not wanted by prosperous 
Americans for bread making purposes. 

* I do not take much stock in the stories 
that big easterners are behind a movement to 
bull the market. Surely the market condi- 
tions do not indicate that such a move is on. 
If prices acted flightily and more interest 
were shown in the pit there might be some 
suggestion of a deal brewing. I can hardly 
conceive how the easterners could tle up tucir 
high money in a market that is showing but 
little life, and in che face of a bumper crop. 
Wheat, of course, has an intrinsic value, and, 
while I do not believe it shouid bring higher 
prices at this time, I am of the opinion that 
it is worth close to what it is bringing.“ 


Corn Rules Dull and Narrow. 

The week’s developments in the corm mar- 
ket were slight, the trade being light and 
prices fluctuating within a narrow range. 
Figuring that the movement from the in- 
terior should assume larger proportions, 
and concluding that the country’s largest 
crop of high grade corn ever raised had 
successfully passed the danger Mine, nu- 
merous longs and many of the more confi- 
dent shorts pressed the market. The week 
end values showed bosses of le, as com- 
pared to the final quotations of the pre- 
vious week. This from one of the corn 
traders: 


Sentiment Continues Mixed. 

“While many of the surface conditions 
appear to preclude a legitimate marked up- 
turn at this time, the sentiment as to the 
‘long run’ is mixed. Bulls hold that, even 
with a yield in the neighborhood of 2.700, 
000,000 bu, the crop will not prove a burden. 
They declare that the rapidly increasing 
requirements of the nation will more than 
offset any pronounced gain in the produc- 
tion. They also pin much importance to 
the workings of the new alcohol bill, which 
becomes effective the first of the year. The 
bears, on the other hand, do not see much 
promise in the export si:uation, and declare 
that the showing at thip time should be 
muth better than it is. They also maintain 
that the holdings of old crop corn on the 
farms is large. The farmers are more pros- 
perous than they ever before have been, 
and it doesn’t seem likely that they wil 
dispose of their holdings at materially re- 
duced bids sent out from the leading cen- 
ters to them. 


Oats Display Sound Undertone. 
Oats were relatively the strongest grain in 


the list, although trade in them was not as. 


large and diversified as previously. Appar- 
ently the trade cannot get away from the 
recognized fact that the yield this season 
will fall far below that of last year, whose 
outturn has not been an elephant on the 
country’s hands. It also attaches much im- 
portance to the shortage in the hay crop. 
It is believed by many that the European de- 
mand will increase to much larger propor- 
tions, and that the American farmers who 
are familiar with the true domestic condi- 
tions will not sell at prevailing prices The 
movement from the northwestern fields has 
not been large, and it has come from reliable 
sources that much of the grain raised in that 
section has been materially damaged by 
rains. The weakness in wheat had a de- 
pressing effect on the market last week, 
whose final prices showed losses of Me 
from the final quotations of the previous

Buying orders for staple goods showed no 
indications of any curtailment of the de- 
mand, notwithstanding the heavy contracts 
made early in the fall. Dealers in footwear, 
furnishings, textile goods, furniture, and 
hardware all reported a heavy trade. 

The coal market was characterized by a 
healthy demand for every kind of coal. The 
trade is hampered to a large extent by the 
car shortage, which is growing more acute 
every day. and there does not seem to be any 
hope of relief until the close of navigation.
